The government's decision 
to include the West Coast trail 
in the national marine park 
was hailed by conservationists 
today as a major acquisition 
for the people of British 
Columbia.

‘that loss of United States land-based 
nuclear weapons would still leave a 
rnassive ability to attack Russia or 
China with submarine-based missiles 
sufficient to wipe out most of the 
enemy’s industry and a large portion 
of its population. Against this it is 
said that Russia is rapidly develop- 
ing speedy submarines which could 
dog every American nuclear sub- 
marine endlessly and conceivably 
put them out of commission in the 
event of sudden war. 

It is argued that United States 
land-based missiles could be so for- 
tified that they would not need anti- 
missile protection—and on the other 
hand that such fortification is im- 
possible against Russia’s large new 
weapons, also that new space launch- 
ings and decoy devices can neutral- 


ize defences. It is asserted that Mr. 
Nixon’s move will result in further 
Soviet production ef nuclear arms 
and additional anti-missile measures 
in that country. But it is argued 
equally that Russia is already pro- 
ducing new nuclear weapons at a 
rapid pace, has begun an anti-missile 
defence similar to Mr. Nixon’s, and 
will not be affected either way by the 
latest American development. Both 
countries already have enough nu- 
clear weapons to wipe each other 
out many times over. 

One possible fallacy in all this 
verbal conflict is the apparent as- 
sumption that the Soviet Union 
would use any superiority in arma- 
ments as an opportunity to launch a 
totally destructive attack on the Un- 
ited States. It is .difficult to give 
that idea high credibility, any more 
than that the United States would do 
likewise. The two giant powers sure- 
ly have been forced to recognize the 
responsibilities and inevitabilities of 
life in the nuclear age and should 
not be considered as being on a con- 
stant alert to destroy a large portion 
of the earth even if it could be done 
without immediate retaliation. That 
does not seem to be a logical summa- 


tion of the present state of the globe.

tions and willy-nilly would be a part 
of any exchange between them. Our ~ 
voice, above all others, should be 
raised in support of any feasible 
move to preserve world peace. The 
paradox of our times is that in a 
world which can marshal force of 
cataclysmic power, 
longer guarantee survival.

“Viewed strictly from the mathema- 
tical point of view, comparing the 
population, the terrain, the size of 
the military forces, then it _is a 
dream,” he declared in a recent inter- 
view. If this attitudé portends a 
change in the policies of the Taipei 
government, as it seems to do, the 
consequences could be far-reaching. 


Chiang’s pretensions as the lead- 
er of a Chinese government in exile 
have been a big factor in blocking 
negotiations between the rulers of 
the. real China and the western 
world. Now, if Ching-kuo can accept 
his forthcoming position as simply 
the ruler of the prosperous separate 
nation of Formosa, he will make 
things a lot easier for the leaders of 
a few other nations.

HE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
notes the passing of another re- 
minder of Britain’s imperial days in 
India—the razing for new construc-

Calculations 


HE unspoken but primary reason for 

the President's ABM decision was 
chillingly simple. The review-group led 
by Deputy Secretary of Defence David 
Packard was driven 
to conclude that a 
nuclear ‘‘first - strike 
capability” is the 
real Soviet strategic 
aim. In the Pentagon. 
jargon,, a “first 
strike capability’ is 
the power to wreak 
such complete de- 
struction that the 
other side is unable 
to deliver an effec- 
tive counter-strike. Former Secretary of 
Defence Robert: A. McNamara always 
used to contend that a true first strike 
capability could never be achieved by 
either of the giant powers because a 
fearful counter-strike could never be 
averted. 

But Deputy Secretary Packard does 
not- share the brilliant McNamara’s 
highly questionable conviction that Soviet 
marshals must’ use computers and 
measure acceptable damages exactly as 
he does. Hence Packard judged the 
Soviet aim, not by theoretical calcula- 
tions, but by the harder evidence of 
Soviet actions to date.

Slow on Pollution Control 


AVE only for chain letters and sex, 
no human activity has caught on 
quicker in Alberta than public alarm 
over air and water pollution. Two years 


up all over. The Fish 
and Gamers are set- 
ting up vigilante 
groups; there are 
“concerned” groups 
about clean air and 
clean water; Edmon- 
tonians have added 
deodorizing to their 
crusade; and the 
farmers groups aroufd gas plants are 
becoming increasingly aggressive. 

As the interest in pollution has 
burgeoned, so has the frustration of the 
new crusaders. Everybody is rushing 
around demanding that somebody do 
something. But finding something prac- 
tical to do about pollution is another 
matter. 5 

- Calgary, its experts say, is burdened 
with the same kind of a pollution 
problem as Los Angeles. That city has 
wrestled with its problem for 20 years,

_and_ succeeded only in slowing down the 


growth of the menace. 

Calgary and Los Angeles both blame 
their air pollution_on the automobile. 
U.S. manufacturers were supposed to be 
inventing gadgets to remove the pol- 
lutants. The so-called after-burners have 
not solved that problem for which, local 
automobile men say, there is no solution 
in sight. 


Mid-Afternoon Smudge 


It is only a small exaggeration to say 
that’ Calgary is an example of air 
pollution as Lake Erie is a sample of 
“water pollution. Calgary air is in. no 
immediate danger of becoming dead air 
as Lake Erie water is of becoming dead 
water. The high night winds of Alberta 
take care of that. Even so, Calgary air 
by mid-afternoon becomes so heavy with 
pollution that the centre of the city 
becomes completely obscured from the 
hills of its western outskirts. 

But is the car in fact the real villain 
in ‘the piece? There is reason for doubt. 
Calgary is blessed with scores of small 
industrial plants on its south east fringe. 
These rock crushers, refineries, fertilizer 
plants, steel works and packing plants 
can all be seen fogging up the 
atmosphere. 

The upflow from. the industries. hits. 
the bottom of an inverted air strata at a 


distance of about. 400 feet. For the rest 
of the day the industrial waste just drifts 
around in the natural trap, mixing with 
car exhaust and other smoke, By mid- 
afternoon, the whole valley is permeated. 

And what is being done? Almost 
nothing. The Calgary cotricil took one 
pass at it and got burned. It passed a 
law banning the burning of trash in back 
yard burners. That set the city on its ear 
when it discovered the law also applied 
to outdoor barbecues. 

Calgary, like all other cities, is most 
reluctant to act against industrial” air 
polluters. Attracting industry is the 
name of the game in the west. No city 
seeking to attract industry will risk 
adopting a get tough pose. Instead, they 
try, to nudge the provincial government 
into action. 


Cattle Dying 


Alberta, for its part, has made a 
career out of foot-dragging. For years 
the farmers and ranchers have been 
complaining -about cattle being poisoned 
by fumes from gas plants. Nonsense, the 
government has replied, waving sheafs 
of inspectors’ reports. Yet while denying 
the problem, it did make a move or’two. 


~~ One step, after“a couple of fatalities, 


was to force the gas plants to double the 
height of their smoke stacks. The 
government also spotted some poison 
detectors on fence posts around plants. 
Lately the worth of these gadgets has 
been questioned and researchers are 
back trying to invent detectors that will 
work, = 

Meanwhile the cattle and pigs go on 
dying and the public becomes more 
insistent that something be done. Around 
Edmonton complaints about nauseous 
odors from the local chémical and 
processing plants have been multiplying. 
The Alberta government has had power, 
since 1961, to shut down plants which 
make a nuisance of themselves. But the 


grace period extended to industry has - ff 


now passed seven years, and still the 
health department shows great reluc- 
tance to act. 

In_ this. of course it is following the 
long established practice of the Ameri- 
can states‘ to which Alberta so often 
looks for guidance. The steel mills of 
Utah still send monstrous black plumes 
from their chimneys unimpeded into the 


Plants of Nevada coats whole mountain 
ranges in . Nothing much is being 
tone down Te either, despite the 
chorus of protests that have been heard 
for so long in those parts, 


the submarines of the Yankee type, also 
nuclear-powered and carrying a nuclear 
ballistic missile with a range‘ of about 
1500 miles. The evidence indicates that 
these submarines of the Yankee type, 
which are also coming off the ways at a 
high rate, are mainly designed to 
frustrate the FOBS early warning 
System that now protects our B-52 bases. 

They could do this by throwing their 
missiles from fairly close inshore — say 
500 miles. A sudden, simultaneous attack 
of this sort, aimed at the B-52 bases, 
would knock out all B-52s not on airborn 
alert. Thus FOBS would become near- 
useless. 

Finally, the very large and continu- 
ously growing Soviet panoply of. inter- 
continental ballistic missiles, all nowa- 
days in hardened silos, also has a strong 
and growing counter-force component: 
this comprises SS9 missiles. There are 
already 200 of these outsize ICBMs, 
carrying triple warheads with a total 
power of around 25 megatons. 


Designed for Minutemen 


The SS9s are quite clearly designed to 
destroy our Minutemen missiles, which 
they are strong enoygh to do. At the 
present rate of deployment, the Soviets 
will have one SS9 warhead per Minute- 
men in two or three years time. Over-all, 
by 1975, they will have an afray of all 
three of their counter-force weapons 
quite powerful enough to give them some 
exceedingly worrying ideas. 

Nor is that the end of the story. No 
eounter-force weapon can ever be 100 per 
cent effective. B-52s on airborne alert 
will always escape. A few Polarises and 
Minutemen will always escape, too, 
however complete the surprise. But a 
defensive system, ineffective against a 
heavy and multiple attack, can be made 
highly effective by greatly lightening the 
weight of the attack. 

The counter-force weapons, in short, 
are clearly designed to work in 
conjunction with the Soviet defensive 
weapons. These are the vast anti-air 
defence system known as Talinn, plus 
the new ABM system that the Soviets 
are now deploying. 


Chilling C omputations 


As to Soviet measurements of accept- 
able damage after a first strike, it is 
well to remember Robert Conquest's 
unchallenged computations. According to 
Conquest, in peacetime, in the purges of 
the 30s, Stalin directly or indirectly 
murdered 20 million people, or rather 
more than one tenth of the population of 
the U.S.S.R. 

It can be seen, then, why Packard 
finally recommended some _ Sentinel 
protection for our Minutemen, in order 
to neutralize at least a part of the 
counter-foree weapons the Soviets_ are 
building.

lacks validity, is’ the real 
reason to be found in the 
determination of the military 
to press for massive appro- 
priations whenever an opening 
presents itself? 

The absence of logic in 
Secretary Laird’s reasoning is 
not confined to the argument 
over the Soviet position. 

The discussion over Chinese 
missile capability is equally 
distinguished ‘by its absence of 
rational examination. 

The question is being 
debated whether the United 
States ought fo devise a 
system to defend against 


Wheat the discussion over- 
looks is that if an attack 
should occur, there would be 
no way of determining whe- 
ther the missiles come from 
China or the Soviet Union or 
any other nation. 

This monstrous danger is 
now producing precisely - the 


danger by enlarging it and 
igniting it instead of recogniz- 
ing that there is now a totally 


The old reflexes of absolute 
national sovereignty are in- 
consistent with either peace 
or progress. 

The extent to which the 
United Nations can be trans- 
formed into an effective 
source of workt law will be 
the measure of security and 
sanity for the United States 
—and everyone else. 


Nixon's Vietnam? 

President Nixon has 
declared that the main object- 
ive of his administration is 
peace.. The ABM road on 
which his secretary of defence 
is embarked, however, cannot 
lead to peace but only to 


meeting internal needs, -relent- 
less pressure on the American 
economy, .and a world of no 
return. The ABM could be 
President Nixon's Vietnam.

Work started .with seven 
children, a part-time physio- 
therapist, speech therapist and 
occupational therapist, all 
housed in two small rooms in 
the Royal Jubilee Hospital 
annex.

The children were assessed 
by volunteer medical special- 
ists and transported by voliin- 
teer firemen. And “like 
Topsy” the clinic grew. 

Mrs. -McClung says too 
much praise cannot be given 


to that original group. -“‘They 
realized the need and had the 


vision, courage and deter- 
mination t6 establish the 
program.” 


Today, although growth and" 
expansion have brought some 
reorganization and the name 
has been changed to Handi- 
capped Children’s Clinic, the 
basic purpose remains. 

The program is still geared 
to the education and rehabili- 
tation of physically handi- 
capped and mentally retarded 
young people from pre-school 
to the age of 16. 

Two years after the clinic 
was formed so many parents 
were asking for help — it 
bécame necessary to obtain 
more space in the hospital 
annex. As there was no 
provision for education of 
handicapped children in the 
regular edueation system, a 
part-time school program was 
started,

A women's auxiliary and a 
volunteer service was also 
organized. 

It was at this time that 
Margaret McClung came in as 
a volunteer worker. She had 
been active with the Solarium 
Junior League and she was 
well aware of the need to help 
and encourage those enrolled 
in the clinic program. 

By the end of another year 
the therapy staff was working 
full time. ye school board 
took over ‘ibility for a 
full and a -part-time teacher. 
The clinic spread out into 
more rooms in the Jubilee 


annex, A social worker was | 
added to keep parents in- 


formed about programs, to 
counsel both parents and the 
handicapped and to maintain 
a liaison with commnaunity 
groups and interested indi- 
viduals wishing to assist in 
any way. 

The Greater Victoria School 
Board._eventually took. full 
charge of the school program. 
A nursery school and kinder- 
garten were added and today 
there are five full-time teach- 
ers and a teacher’s aide.

Experts Disagree 
On Fallout 


Danger to Canada 


By ARCH MacKENZIE 


WASHINGTON (CP) — The 
possibility of hydrogen bomb 
burst over Canada has been re- 
duced by President Nixon’s re- 
vamping of the Sentinel defen- 
sive missile system against nu- 
clear warheads from China or 
the Soviet Union. 


Just what damage would be 
inflicted on North Americans 
and property is a controversial 
subject. 

As described by Nixon and de- 
fence department officials, the 
revised defence system will be 
on guard south, east, west and 
north rather than being .concen- 
trated solely on anticipation of a 
trans-polar route via Canada. 

But the first two defensive 
missile installations are sched- 
uled for Montana and North Da- 
kota by 1973, looking across 
Western Canada. 

In a system estimated, to cost 
$6,000,000,000 or $7,000,000,000, 
missiles with a range of about 
40 miles;-called Spartans, will 
be the first line of protection for 
two Minutemen offensive rocket 
systems buried in deep concrete 
silos. 

Speedier missiles called 
Sprints, with a range of about 
35-miles, would play a backup 
role. 

Nuclear fallout and damage 
from use of the Sprints would 
be heavy, officials freely con- 
cede. \ 


NO FALLOUT DANGER? 

But it is the official’ view that 
Spartan warheads would engage 
attacking warheads at heights 
of 75 miles with minimal blast, 
burn or fallout, Some prominent 
scientists say that simply isn’t 
true.

Clinic Destroyed by Neglect

Health Minister Ralph Loff- 
mark was “bombarded for 2% 
hours Thursday with demands 
for revitalization of the provin- 
cial forensic clinic in Burnaby 
for sexual psychopaths, 

He shrugged off the argu- 
ments of a psychiatrist, lawyer 
and two social workers among 
NDP MLAs and explained the 
government is deceritralizing all 
its mental health services. 

“T don’t think we can have it 
both ways,” said Loffmark.: 

“We can't try, to develop. a 
community-based mental health 
program and at the same time’ 
develop another centralized 
previncial institution.”

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SHOPPING GUIDE 


Powdered Lemon. 
Serves ina Pinch 


By PENNY SAVER 


Gladys held up the little bottle in triumph. ‘I have found 
fit, Penny. I heard about this stuff (or something like it) from 
friends who bought it wholesale for their rest home and have 
been looking for it in retail stores ever since. Do you 
realize,’” she went on, lowering her voice and leaning forward 
dramatically, “that this little bottle contains the equivalent of 
several fresh lemons?” I snorted,” You should be on 
television, Gladys. Next you'll be telling me that your clothes 
are brighter than bright and that I should switch to your 
brand of coffee.” Gladys began to bat her eyelashes and in a 
voice that was. close to a giggle replied,’’ Penny, I hate to do 
this but as your best friend I think you ought to know: You 
have a run in your stocking!” 


To descend to a more seriousglevel, Gladys’ little bottle 
contains 3% ounces of powdered lémon. One teaspoon of this 
powder dissolved in three tablespoons of water is equivalent 
to the juice of one medium sized lemon according to the 
bottle. The label. also gives a recipe for lemonade. This 
powder, which is easy to store, can be substituted in recipes 
calling for lemon juice. A 43 cent bottle in the cupboard 
would be dandy insurance against the day you discover your 
last lemon gone. 


Lemon makes me think of its natural companion—fish. I 
found some frozen filleted perch for 55 cents and haddock for 
79 cents. Each package contains four boneless pieces of fish, 
enought to give three or four servings. The fish is wrapped in 
a strip of plastic film and arranged in such a way that one 
piece of fish can be removed and the others left frozen. It 
was Mrs. Smith who told me about this brand of fish and’ she 
finds this form of. packaging indispensible to her solitary 
meals, 


Hints from Readers 


Many of my readers have asked, “Just how do you use this 
new, transparent cooking film?’’ (Saturday, March 15.) Well, 
basically, you'wrap it completely around the meat, making a 
secure little package, then bake. Still, there are tricks. One 
concerns how hot the oven should be. The box gives a table of 
cooking temperatures, but I think they are a bit higher than 
necessary. For instance, the manufacturers suggest cooking a 
beef roast at 400 degrees. The regular temperature for an 
unwrapped roast is 325 and I would suggest keeping to this 
temperature and experimenting with cooking time. 

One of my callers has had her daughter sending her this 
film from England for almost a yeat and she passed along a 
hint about package making. She uses staples or paper-clips to 
hold it together. Working-on this principle, one can make the 
184nch strips stretch over a large fowl by joining two nieces 
with a “flat-fell” fold (like blué-jeans seams) and stapling. 


My melting problem, which has never bothered the 
reader who has been ‘using the film for a year, has been 
traced to the broil element. A caller who knows all about how 
ovens work informed me that the broil element in most ovens 
goes on only in the pre-heat and broil settings. She also 
informed me that the broil element will hold it's heat for 
quite a while. To keep the film from melting then, make sure 
your oven ts pre-heated before the meat is put fn, and keep 
the meat on a low rack, well away from the broil element. 


As for cooking vegetables with the meat or fish, my 
experienced caller tells me it really works. For example, fish 
fillets or chops can be “laid on a quarter-inch thick bed of 
Sliced potatoes. The meat is seasoned and the vegetable piled 


at the side of the meat. For pork chops ofte could put apple’ 


and onion slices on top of the meat. Then close the package 
and bake until the meat is done. Presto! One now has a 
complete meal with a minimum of dirty dishes.

Minister Suggests 
Trial Marriages 


WINNIPEG (CP)—A Unitar- 
jan minister thinks-there is a 
need for “socially sanctioned 
trial. marriages’’ and  more- 
liberal divorce laws. 

Rev. Norman V. Naylor of 
the Unitarian Centre in Win- 
nipeg says “I have come to 
think this would be preferable 
to what we now have through 
the pre-marital counselling I 
have done.” 

He said a couple should live 
together for a year to test 
their relationship, and birth 
control would’ -have to be 
agreed to, 

Most mature couples in 
terms of readiness for mar- 
riage, he said, have been 
those who have lived together 
for a while before deciding to 
get married. 

Mr. Naylor believes at least 
10 hours of pre-marital coun- 
selling should be required by 
law, to make marriage more 
difficult to gét into and to 
make sure people understand 

"what they are doing, 

“I think divorce laws should 
be eased much more than-is 
the present case,” he said. 

He also sees a need for 
divorce counselling. 

“Divorce counselling would 
be dedicated to ascertaining 
whether or not people really 


“Children, however dis- 
tressed they are at first -by 
the breakup of the home,” he 
said, “are in the end less 
damaged by divorcee than .by 
the continuation of a bad 
parent relationship. 

“I want to emphasize this 
very strongly because’ the 
people who go through these 
experiences never deserve the 
social discrimination that is 
often heaped upon them,"

Home economics: has been 
extended to include classes on 
textiles, consumer’ education, 
management of money, child 
care, home and _ industrial 
service (hotel management), 
with a number of changes 
within traditional cooking and 
sewing classes too.

Nature did not plan to divide 
a circle into 360 equal degrees: 
These degrees are man-made 
Measuring units invented ~for 
the convenience of people who 
need to cope with sections, or 
arcs, of the complete circle. 

Our neat and simple metric 
system of figuring is based on 
tens. But inches and dozens 
prove that a workable number 
system can be based on 12. In 
fact, a number system based on 
seven, nine or any other 
number can be worked out. The

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Early Canadians 


Got Baby Bonuses 


By BOB BOWMAN 
A census was taken in 
Canada in 1666 and on March 
21 it was announced that the 
Population gay 
was 3,000! 2 
They were 
people from 
France, and 
Indians were 
not. included. 
Progress had 
been s low 
since Cham- 
Plain founded 
Quebee in aaa all 
1608; but Bi oe 
there had been a_ great 
improvement since the first 
census in-1640 which showed 
there were only 375 citizens! 
In the meantime the popula- 
tion in the English colonies to 
the south had become far 
greater ard was increasing 
rapidly. This was because the 
people in the English colonies 
had come to stay. The French 
who came to Canada, for the 
most part, hoped to make 
somé money from the. fur 
trade and return to France. 
King Louis XIV and his 
great Intendant (business 
Manager) in Canada, Jean 
Talon, realized that drastic 
steps must be taken if Canada 
was to have a future. The 
Carignan - Sailieres Regiment 
had been sent to Quebec to 
try to get the Iroquois under 
control, and officers and men 
were offered land if they 
would remain. Many of them 
did and some cities and towris 
in Quebec were named after 
them. 
The néxt problem was to 
find wives for them so they 


ranged to bring out carefully 
selected girls from Frarice, 
mostly from Normandy, and 
the bachelors were practically 
forced to marry them 
Parents were fined if their 
sons were not married by the 
time they were 20, and 
daughters when they were 16 
years old. 

The system worked well 
although the bachelors of 
Trois~ Rivieres~and“Montreat 
had reason to complain. The 
“King’s Girls’ arrived at 
Quebee and the bachelors 
there—got—the—first—choice: 
Those who were left were 
taken on to Trois Rivieres and 
Montreal. 

More than 1,000 babies were 
baptized one year after the 
first shipload of King’s Girls 
arrived in Canada and King 
Louis. gave 300 livres a year 
to, parenfS who produced 10 
children, and 400 livres for 12 
children, So Canada had 
“baby bonuses” in 1669.

We-can-do- a —lot- of things 
without understanding ali the 


simple. We need a magnet 
which, naturally, is surrounded 
by an invisible field of magnetic 
force. We need a copper coil or 
dise set to rotate throught the 
magnetic field, cutting its lines 
of force again and again. Now 
.we link this gadget to the 
two ends of a copper wire 
circuit. As the force field is cut 
by the copper, in some miysteri- 
ous way a current of electricity 
is sent through the wire circuit.
